The Hamlin School Board Requests 
Your Consideration of These Matters 


University President 


First, they have been requested in 
a petition by twenty qualified resi­ 
dent tax paying voters to call 
an 
election, M onday, 
Novem ber 
17 th, 
for the purpose of voting 
on 
the 
proposition of w hether the 
school 
board shall be authorized to levy a 
tax rate not to exceed $1.50 on the 
$100.00 valuation. On the basis of 
this request the election has 
been 
called and notices have been posted 
stating that the election will be held 
in the High school building. 
{Second, an authorization is 
not 
the same as a levy. If the election 
carries, the board does not intend to 
levy a $1.50 rate, as they do not 
need that high a rate to pay their 
bonded debt service. 
Third, if the election carries, the 
board will be able to 
refund 
its 
bonds at a rate of interest not to 
exceed 4 per cent, where they are 
now paying 5 and 6 per cent. 
This 
will mean a saving of about $1,500 
annually on the debt service. 
Fourth, when the bonds are 
re­ 
funded and the delinquent interest 
and bonds paid, the tax rate should 
not need to exceed $d which is the 
present tax rate. It might be neces­ 
sary to exercise a tax rate of $1.10 
or $1,15 for two years to pay 
our 
delinquent interest items. 
Fifth, no part of any increase may 
be used for operation costs, salar­ 
ies or any other item s but 
debt 


service. 


Sixth, to protect tax payers, 
a 
budget m ust be prepared each year 
of the debt needs and this budget' 
must be publicized. If the tax rate ; 
exceeds 
the debt needs, one com- j 
plaint by any tax payer will require j 
a revision of the tax rate. 
Seventh, if this authorization 
is 
not made, the school district faces 
one of two alternatives. First, since 
the 
State 
T reasury 
D epartm ent 
holds the largest issue of our bonds 
they will hold up our apportionm ent, 
which am ounts to $20,000 each year 
until we becom e current. This will 
cut our school term to four or five 
months at the most. Second, w e can 
go to Austin,, and have the 
bonds | 
n^jv due moved back and added to I 
the last of our m aturities, thus in­ 
creasing our interest paym ents, pro* 
longing our principal paym ent and I 
adding to the cost of our debt serv­ 
ice at the rate of $1,500 to $->,000 
annualually. This m oving back pro- j 
cess will then be necessary 
every I 
three to five years, as w e becom e i 
delinquent, which will m aterially in­ 
crease 
our 
bonded 
indebtedness. 
Furtherm ore, it will require a pay 
school or tuition paym ent 
by par­ 
ents sending their children to school. 
Finally, 
the school board 
offe rs 
this election as a solution to 
our 
bond problem, sincerely believing it 
wil save 
the district m oney 
and 
thereby save the individual tax pay-
